SPECIAL REPORT ON CHILD MAL- 


ADY ISSUED TODAY BY STATE 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


Special to The- Sun. 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, August 11. 


—A suggestion that nearly all persons 
have had anterior poliomyelitis, or in- 
fantile paralysis, in a mild form, and' 
in that way have become immune, is 
contained in a special report issued to- 
day from the 
state department 
of 


health on iho present outbreak of the 
disease in this state. 


It Is admitted that the suggestion 


may seem far-fetched, but it Is ad- 
vanced because there seems no other 
theory on which to account for the in- 
consistencies which 
appear in 
the 


transmission of the disease. 


"While the nature of the infection 


Is known," the report says, ''and while 
It is maintained that It is transmitted 
by contact, the evidence seems con- 
flicting, since in the majority of In- 
stances there is but one case in a fam- 
ily, even though there may be from 
two to six or eight or more children 
in the household, and the contact of 
the most intimate nature. While other 
cases occur in remote, 
isolated sec- 


tions, with no discoverable evidence 
of contact. 
Manifestly In 
view 
of 


such experiences It is reasonable to 
assume that some further factor at 
present 
unknown enters 
into 
the 


transmission of the disease and that 
it is much less 
readily 
transmitted 


than measles, whooping cough, diph- 
theria, etc. 


"Until more definite knowledge 
is 


obtained, preventive measures will of 
necessity be uncertain in 
their 
re- 


sults, and should be reasonably mod- 
elled on analogy to other better known 
communicable diseases, such as diph- 
theria or scarlet fever, and should not 


bo made too drastic, not bo permitted 
unreasonably to Interfere with traf- 
I'.c. The sick room should be screened 
to keep out fltea and other insects.

What will become of those bot-

In order for ihem to remain in 
the business it is absolutely necessary 
that they shall produce and sell clean 
milk, for there is no other way to hold 
customers. I think, however, that the

Pro- 
fessor Rosenau of Harvard university 
says that the 
Actual Food Value

of beef,

The Russian drive toward Lemberg 


from the south has caused what ap- 
parently is a serious break 
in tho 


Teutonic lines along

Dniester in the Stanislau region. 


Berlin, today 
admits 
that the su- 


perior strength of the Russian forces 
hap compelled an Austrb-Germaii re- 
treat at points in tho Monasterzyska 
ami the Bystrltzn. river regions and on 
the Dniester. Making a stand, the Teu- 
tons finally brought the Russians to 
a halt. 
The break in the lines, how- 


ever, has made a re-grouping of the 
Teutonic forces necessary and this is 
now in progress. 


With rapid strides the Russians are 


forcing their way along the Dniester 
in Galicia in the direction of Halicz, 
considered one of the main outlying 
defenses of Lembcrg on the south. 


Gen. 
Letchitzky's army already has 


reached the Dniester to the south of 
Mariampol, which town is 'but eight 
miles southeast of HaHcz.

BOARD OF HEALTH

STATE HOUSE, Boston, August 11. 


—A suggestion that nearly all persons 
have had anterior poliomyelitis, or in- 
fantile paralysis, in a rnlld form, and 
in that way have become immune, is 
contained in a special report issued to- 
day from the 
state department 
of 


health on the present outbreak of the 
disease In this state. 


It Is admitted that the suggestion 


may seem far-fetched, but it is ad- 
vanced because there seems no other 
theory on which to account for the in- 
consistencies which 
appear in 
the 


transmission of the disease. 


"While the nature of the infection 


is known," the report says, ''and while 
It is maintained that it is transmitted 
by contact, the evidence seems con- 
flicting, since in the majority of In- 
stances there is but one case in a fam- 
ily, even though there may be from 
two to six or eight or more children 
in the household, and the contact of 
the most Intimate nature. While other 
cases occur In remote, 
isolated sec- 


tions, with no discoverable evidence 
of contact. 
Manifestly In 
view 
of 


such experiences it is reasonable to 
assume that some further factor at 
present 
unknown enters 
into 
the 


transmission of the disease and that 
it is much less readily 
transmitted 


than measles, • whooping cough, diph- 
theria, etc. 


"Until more definite knowledge 
is 


obtained, preventive measures will of 
necessity be uncertain in 
their 
re- 


sult1;, and should be reasonably mod- 
elled on analogy to other better known 
communicable diseases, such as diph- 
theria or scarlet fever, and should not

Association of I3ox Manufacturers has 
been carried on during the past year 
to determine the strength of boxes of 
various woods and of different con- 
sXruction. 
Over four and a half bil- 


lion feet of lumber is used for box 
making every year, and on this ac- 
count the tests arc considered impor- 
tant. Moreover, blgr losses arc caused 
by the breakage o( boxes in transit, 
and all parties concerned are srUd to 
be anxious to determine the best kind 
of box. 


The machine consists of a hcxagorial 


drum with 3^-foot sides, which is 
lined with thin steel sheets. 
Pieces 


of scantling bolted to the bottom form 
what are knoxvns as "hazard^." 


In makiss the tests boxes filled with 


cans containing water arc placed in 
the rtrum. which is then rotated. 
For 


convenience in observing the results 
of the tests, the sides and ends of the 
box are numbered with Inrg^ figures, 
and In addition 
other numbers arc- 


placed to be carried part way around 
and then dropped back to the lower 
lever of the drum. Kadi fall of this 
sort Is a pretty fair imitation of the- 
probable treatment it would receive 
In shipment. 
The boxes .ire watched 


carefully, and notes are taken on tho 
manner in which they glvo way and 
the number of falls refjuircd to break 
them In pieces. 
In this way. say the officials who 


have conducted the tests, it Is passi- 
ble to determine wh.it kinds of woods 
are host suited for'hoxrs.

snowed a decided r.eert for a standard 
classification of box woods, and throe 
groups have been made, based on the 
data which was obtained.

schooner Vir- 


ginia was washed ashore.

on the h»ach to view the surf. 
The 


water was at its highest at 7.15, and 
at about C.30 there was a rumor cir- 
culated that the Virginia was being 
washed away from tho 
shore. 
The. 


wreck •. has 
been partly imbedded In 


about six feet of sand that had hecn 
washed about until 
it 
has settled 


around it, maliinp a knoll about the 
wreck. Many crowded around the re- 
mains of the schooner and watched 
the strong waves dash against it. 


The undertow was very strong1 and 


hollowed out a Ir.rgc quantity of the 
sand around the wreck, and It was 
not long before the hulk began to roll- 
One of the masts was swamped off and 
the deck was broken up and washed 
away. The breakers beat hard'against 
the remains of the ship when the tide 
was the highest and the rudder was 
washed away. It was thought that the 
hulk would bo entirely broken up and 
washed away from the shore, but the 
sand that has been washed up around 
it during the past two months held it 
from being moved a great distance, 
it was washed about four feet towards 
the ocean in spile of the large quanti- 
ty of sand that weighed it. The tide 
was high at S o'clock yesterday morn- 
Ing and tore some more 
from

BOARD OF HEALTH 


Special to The Sun. 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, August 11 


—A suggestion that nearly all persons 
have had anterior poliomyelitis, or In 
fantilo paralysis, in a mild form, and 
in that way bave become immune, is 
contained In a special report issued to- 
day from the 
stale department 
of 


health on the present outbreak of the 
disease in this state. 
- It is admitted that the suggestion 
may seem far-ietched, but It is ad- 
vanced because there seems no other 
theory on which to account for the in- 
consistencies 
which 
appear in 
the 


transmission of the disease. 


"While the nature of tho infection 


is known." the report says, "and while 
It is maintained that it is transmitted 
by contact, the evidence seems con- 
dieting, since in the majority of In- 
stances there is but one case In a fam- 
ily, 
even though there may be from 


two to-six or eight or more children 
in the household, and the contact of 
the most, intimate nature. While other 
cases occur In remote, 
Isolated sec- 


tions, with no discoverable evidence 
of contact. 
Manifestly In 
view 
of 


such experiences it is reasonable to 
assume that some further factor at 
present 
unknown enters 
into 
the 


transmission of the disease and that 
it is much less 
readily 
transmitted 


than measles, whooping cough, diph- 
theria, etc. 


"Until more definite knowledge 
1s 


obtained, preventive measures will of 
necessity bo uncertain in 
their 
re- 


sults, and should be reasonably mod- 
elled on analogy to other better known 
communicable diseases, such as 'diph- 
theria or scarlet fever, and should not

of the ordinary methods of nailing up 
boxes. The number of nulls used and 
the way they are put In are important. 
One nail more to ihe side of a box 
will give it a great deal more strength 
than might 
be thought. 
The 
nails 


should not be driven too deep into the 
wood. In many cases, it is said, prop- 
er nailing will allow a reduction of 
Iho amount of lumber used without 
any decrease in the value of Ihe box. 
Roxos with cleated ends wore found 
to be much stronger than those with- 
out cleats. 


As a result of the tests made at the 


forest Products laboratory, tentativa 
specifications for boxes used In shloJ 
ment of canned goods have been drawn 
up and submitted to the various par- 
ties interested, for discussion.

"The forest service has offered for 


sale at various times large amounts 
of timher on the national forests in 
logging cbnnces favorable for pulp, op- 
erations.

mainly in the Pacific northwest anil 
in Alaska, and offer combinations of 
suitable and cheap timber with large 
quantities of easily developed water 
power. 
Up to the present time It has 


not been possible to make such sales. 
The chief difliculty has been that the 
western market has been fully sup- 
plied and in fact, mill capacity prob- 
ably has been in excess of market de- 
mand.
